Courses in Astronomy. 

The first term of the academic year 1907-1908 has opened 
with an increased enrollment in the courses in Practical Astron- 
omy. There are now forty-six students engaged in night work. 
Of these twenty-two take the course 4B, especially intended for 
civil engineers; eight are enrolled in 4 A, a course designed 
for students who have chosen astronomy for their profession; 
and sixteen in Astronomy 2, a general course offered to stu- 
dents as a culture study. Other enrollments during the current 
term are : General Astronomy, ninety-five ; Least Squares, 
thirty-six; Interpolation, Numerical Integration, and Differen- 
tiation, six; Theoretical Astronomy (Graduate), three; Celes- 
tial Mechanics (Graduate), four. Of the graduate students, 
four are men and three women. In the undergraduate courses 
there is a notable increase this year in the percentage of men. 
The number of well-prepared, capable, and serious students in 
the various courses is also noteworthy. In view of the in- 
creased enrollment in the practical courses, the university has 
granted the department an additional assistant. Applications 
for the newly created position should be sent without delay 
to the Director of the Students' Observatory.
